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£2.5m to 
bring 100 
homes up 
to scratch 

AROUND 100 empty coun¬ 
cil homes will be brought 
back into use in Dudley as 
part of a £2.5 million invest¬ 
ment that will ease the bor¬ 
ough’s 11-month waiting list 
for houses. 

There are around 120 
council-owned houses in the 
borough standing empty and 
need extensive work to bring 
them up to standard. 

Council bosses have now 
announced the authority 
will fund major repairs so 
they can house tenants. 

The work will be funded 
with £2.5m saved in the 
council’s housing revenue 
budget and council bosses 
hope to revamp as many as 
possible this year. 

Dudley has 23,000 council 
homes and there are cur¬ 
rently 6,687 people on the 
waiting list for a property. 
The average waiting time for 
a home is 11 months. 

Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, said: “More work 
will be taking place over this 
issue in the future but at the 
present time this £2.5m will 
be used to return these 
empty houses to use. 

“At the moment there are 
approximately 120 council 
houses in the borough which 
are not in use. This will help 
us to carry out the work 
needed at these properties 
so they can be of benefit once 
again. Bringing these prop¬ 
erties back into use will help 
to ease waiting lists and get 
people back into homes.” 

Holden's set 
to expand 

A DUDLEY brewery has 
been given the go-ahead to 
expand in moves that will 
see production increase by 
50 per cent. 

Dudley Council has 
approved plans for a three- 
storey extension at Holden’s 
Brewery in Woodsetton. 

The £200,000 expansion 
at the site in George Street 
will include a 70,000-pint 
storage tank and two fer¬ 
menting vessels. 

It will mean production of 
the brewery’s five beers can 
be stepped up from 50,000 to 
75,000 pints per week.

TO THE CRIMINALS

>*"" ^ J J DUDLEY’S new police chief has pledged offi¬ 
cers will be “relentless” in their pursuit of 
criminals with anti-social behaviour, metal 
thefts and domestic abuse highlighted as pri¬ 
ority areas. 

Chief Superintendent Stuart Johnson has been appointed commander 
I of the borough’s policing unit with responsibility for Dudley, Stour- 
I bridge and Halesowen. He replaces Keith Baldwin who retired after com- 
Ch Supt Stuart pleting 30 years service with the force. Mr Johnson had previously served 
Johnson as Mr Baldwin’s deputy for the past two years. He said the main aim was 

to continue the unit’s record in crime 
reduction and maintain a high standard of 
service for the community. 

Mr Johnson identified priority areas 
which would bring down crime figures in 
the borough even further. 

He said tackling anti-social behaviour in 
all parts was vitally important as was the 
continuing issue of metal thefts which has 
plagued the region in recent years. Mr 
Johnson said there would also be a focus on 
tackling all forms of domestic abuse in the 
community. 

“Although the team is performing 
extremely well in cutting crime rates I 
believe there is still room for improvement 
in terms of antisocial behaviour,” he said. 

“This is something which affects and is 
of concern to communities and is one of the 
areas I intend to make a priority.” 

Problems 

Mr Johnson said the Black Country as a 
whole had experienced problems with 
metal thefts and the Dudley area had been 
no exception. 

“This is another area which will con¬ 
tinue to treat as a priority in the future and 
will feature in our operations here in the 
borough. We will also focus on dealing with 
issues of domestic abuse.” 

Mr Johnson has served with the force for 
25 years starting his career as a Pc in 
Wolverhampton. He was promoted to 
sergeant within four years. 

The 50-year-old, who is married and has 
four children, spent a large part of his 
career in Birmingham and has also worked 
in the force’s intelligence department. 

He has also served as head of the force’s 
firearms unit and as a superintendent his 
duties included counter terrorism com¬ 
mand. He received a Chief Officers Com¬ 
mendation for his work during the English 
Defence League marches in Dudley. 


300 sign up 
to get rid of 
new barriers 

HUNDREDS of people have signed a peti¬ 
tion demanding the removal of new barriers 
and no-entry signs stopping commuters 
using a Dudley street. 

They say drivers are so confused by the 
new road layout they fear a serious accident 
could happen outside homes close to a park. 
Campaigners will hold a public meeting to 
air their concerns about the scheme which 
was installed in Blackacre Road last month. 

It comes after a petition against the lay¬ 
out was signed by 300 people. 

The meeting will take place on Friday at 
7.30pm in the nearby Buffery Park Paradise 
Centre, formally the Sons of Rest building. 

Resident Duncan Petford, who has called 
the meeting, says drivers are using side 
roads to seek an alternative route. The 50- 
year-old has lived in Rollason Road for 25 
years and says traffic in the side streets has 
got worse in the past few days. 

“My worry is people are too busy looking 
out for new signs and trying to figure out 
how to get through,” Mr Petford said. 
“What if children are walking down there 
trying to get to the park? 

“Someone is going to be injured or killed. 
Dudley Council’s transport boss Councillor 
Judy Foster said the road could be fully 
opened if the closure caused more problems.

In February health bosses 
began restricting bookings 
from women across the bor¬ 
der in Sandwell who live 
closer to City Hospital in 
Birmingham. 

But the number of women 
from Dudley having babies 
delivered at the hospital has 
continued to rise, peaking at 
424 in May. This is above the 
unit’s optimum level of 380 
births a month. 

A recruitment drive is 
now under way and five mid¬ 
wives have already been 
offered places. Open days 
will be held next month to 
recruit qualifying students. 

A business case for 
expanding the maternity 
unit so that more births 
could take place at the site is 
being drawn up and esti¬ 
mates for the work are being 
gathered. 

Chief executive Paula 
Clark said: “The trust can 
confirm the expansion of the 
maternity unit is being con¬ 
sidered. A business case has 
been put together and is 
awaiting final estate costs 
before the case is put before 
the Board of Directors. 

“We are openly recruiting 
to midwives posts. The final 
number will depend on 
whether the expansion of 
the unit goes ahead.”

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There were once 25 brick works in Dudley. Soon 
there will be only one. Its boss ALEX PATRICK- 
SMITH explains why the tradition is disappearing 

Stourbridge Brick Works will close in August 
which means Dreadnought Tiles and Ketley 
Brick, will be the last remaining volume brick 
or tile works in the Dudley borough. 

Times are difficult in the heavy clay industry. There are many 
reasons for this. The most obvious is the low levels of demand 
for building materials across the country. 

But there is also the cumulative burden of energy taxes, 
which disproportionately affect energy intensive businesses, the 
volatility in wholesale energy prices and insufficient local 
support for heavy industry in some quarters. 

Housing construction levels are running at half the levels 
seen at their peak in 2007, while the demand for housing is still 
projected by the Government to be at 220,000 units per year 
across the country, leaving a large shortfall and reducing afford¬ 
ability. 

The main brake on house building is the availability of afford¬ 
able mortgage finance. 

Renewable 

Heavy industry has borne a large part of the burden to reduce 
carbon emissions. Carbon taxes are applied to electricity to sub¬ 
sidise renewable energy sources and to gas in the form of carbon 
allowance, which reduces eveiy year. Carbon credits need to be 
bought to supplement shortfalls. 

For brick and tile-makers there is no alternative to firing 
products with gas. The effect of these carbon taxes in a world 
where they are not applied universally is simple - production 
and jobs are being lost at home and relocated overseas. 

That means products that were once made on our doorstep 
are now being imported. Ironically, that means extra carbon 
emissions because of the fuel needed to transport them from 
abroad. 

A much better way forward would be to tax carbon consump¬ 
tion rather than emission, as this would then cover all relevant 
products used in this country rather than those made in this 
country. By 2020 it is projected that more than half the cost of 
energy for manufacturing will be made up of taxes. 

In Dudley, which at one point had 25 brick works, we have wit¬ 
nessed a pattern of closures. The latest is the recent announce¬ 
ment of the closure of the Ibstock Stourbridge Works in August, 
owned by the Irish multinational CRH. 

In 2009 the Baggeridge Sedgley Works closed following a 
takeover by the Austrian company Wienerberger. Himley, again 
owned by Ibstock, closed around 10 years ago. In all three cases 
production at these works is being fidfilled by factories outside 
the borough. Contrast this with our family business operating 
on a single site in Pensnett, where all the company’s assets have 
been committed to the borough since 1805, when production 
first started on the same site. 

We have invested heavily over the past five years to develop a 
ange of new brick and tile products and developed overseas 
markets, which has enabled us to maintain our levels of employ-

ment while the brick industry has dwindled around us. It is not 
an option for us to relocate elsewhere. Our loyal workforce lives 
locally. Our capital is committed to this site and our quarry 
where we source our clay is just down the road. We have no 
choice but to make the business work where it is. 


Restrictions 

The Ketley Quarry near Kingswinford, which has been the 
subject of vocal protests recently, predates all the houses around 
it. Many restrictions have been imposed on the operation of the 
site, which has significantly increased the cost of operating the 
quarry. Without the quarry and the type of clay found in this 
area our business has no future. Undoubtedly compromise is 
required on all sides because we can’t change the reality of the 
situation. We have received supportive comments recently by 
Labour and Green party councillors. However, we have been 


really struck by the lack of vocal public support by our local Con¬ 
servative councillors for a business that has helped shape the 
area over the last 200 years. 

Heavy industry needs the active public support of local politi¬ 
cians. Without this, a mindset can become established that sees 
heavy industry as a nuisance, leading to planning permissions 
becoming harder to obtain in the face of local opposition driven 
by self interest. 

Every brick works that closes in the Black Country results in 
production shifting elsewhere, with the loss of jobs and the mul¬ 
tiplier effect for the rest of the local economy. 

A bias toward local sourcing would be in everybody’s interest 
and establishing a culture that supports local manufacturers is 
key. Local support for industry has never been more important. 
Without it the Black Country’s proud industrial heritage will 
continue to be in decline. 


Crime's a 
washout 
say police 

WET WEATHER helped cut 
the number of crimes rep¬ 
orted in Stourbridge and 
Halesowen last month to a 
record low, claim police. 

Officers said the washout 
helped to reduce the number 
of assaults, burglaries and 
other incidents during the 
month. 

In Halesowen there were 
153 reported crimes, com¬ 
pared with 181 last year and 
194 in 2010. 

In Stourbridge, there were 
262 reported crimes, com¬ 
pared with 290 in 2011 and 
441 in 2010. 

The new inspector for the 
Stourbridge and Halesowen 
sector, Dez Lambert, said the 
poor weather had played a 
major part in the numbers. 

He said: “While I would 
say the reduction is down to 
our officers’ work and help to 
the community, I can’t deny 
the weather has been a 
factor. We find during wet 
months such as January that 
people are less likely to be out 
and about causing trouble in 
neighbourhoods. We like the 
rain here.” 

Insp Lambert said crime 
had reduced dramatically 
over the past 10 years. He put 
the drop down to the police’s 
working with partner agen¬ 
cies and the force’s ever- 
changing structure.

Battle for Hippodrome backed by experts 


THEATRE experts have backed the cam¬ 
paign to protect the former Dudley Hip¬ 
podrome from the bulldozer. 

The Theatres Trust, a national organi¬ 
sation, says government legislation could 
be the key to safeguarding the future of 
the threatened venue. 

The trust, which is committed to pre¬ 
serving theatres, vowed to do all it could 
to help The Friends of Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome in its bid to reopen the former 
bingo hall. 

Planning and heritage adviser Mark 
Price said it could be designated an asset 


of community value under the Localism 
Bill 2011. 

This would ensure that the theatre was 
used for the community as a cultural or 
recreational venue. 

Dudley Hippodrome is on the Theatre 
Trust’s At Risk Register. Mr Price said: 
“The trust considers it to be at 
medium/high risk and supports the 
efforts of the Friends of Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome who are campaigning to save the 
building. 

“Theatre buildings of this nature can 
often remain vacant for a number of years 


before finding a champion. Having being 
purchased by the council, with local 
support, there is no reason why the Hip¬ 
podrome could not become an asset of 
community value.” 

The Localism legislation was drafted to 
safeguard community assets such as 
village pubs and shops and buildings of 
significant interest and importance to 
community life. 

These provisions give communities a 
right to have a say in the future of a build¬ 
ing and possibly stake a claim to buy or 
lease it if that option becomes available. 


Campaigners welcomed the support and 
revealed talks would be held with the 
council before the end of this month. 

Friends group chairman Geoff Fitz¬ 
patrick said: “We welcome the trust’s 
support because they might be able to 
give us some advice on the best way 
forward.” 

The theatre shut in the 1960s but had 
been used as a cabaret nightclub and 
bingo hall before finally closing three 
years ago.

Shopkeeper jailed over fake discs 


A SHOPKEEPER who produced 
thousands of counterfeit DVD and 
computer games in the basement of 
his Brierley Hill store has been 
jailed for 18 months. 

Trading Standards officers dis¬ 
covered the haul, which had an esti¬ 
mated retail value of more than 
£500,000, when they raided the MF 
Media shop run by Mark Dabbs. 

Nine machines capable of churn¬ 
ing out fake discs were found tucked 


inside an alcove masked by a 
message board, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

More than 20,000 illegal discs 
including games for consoles includ¬ 
ing the Xbox 360, Nintendo Wii and 
Sony PlayStation, films and pornog¬ 
raphy were found. Printed inlays 
and covers for cases to disguise the 
fake games and films were also 
unearthed by officers at the shop in 
High Street. Trading Standards offi¬ 


cers have estimated the loss to the 
industry and copyright holders as 
more than £500,000. 

Dabbs, of Turner’s Grove, Lower 
Gornal, Dudley, pleaded guilty to 44 
charges of possessing goods with a 
false trademark for sale or hire, at a 
previous hearing. 

Judge Michael Dudley said Dabbs, 
aged 44, had created a “counterfeit¬ 
ing factory” at the premises. Dabbs 
was sentenced to 18 months to be 


served concurrently on all 44 
charges. Judge Dudley also ordered 
the destruction of all the counterfeit 
discs and equipment. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prosecuting on 
behalf of Dudley Council, said 
Dabbs had masterminded a “sophis¬ 
ticated and professional” counter¬ 
feiting trade. 

Miss Nicole Steers, defending, 
said Dabbs realised he has “stepped 
out of line”.

About 16 bell ringers 
gather in the church’s tower 
every Tuesday night to prac¬ 
tice.

They have won regional contests and 
are the reigning Worcestershire and 
District champions. 

The peals they create are known as 
English Change Ringing. The lightest 
treble bell rings first followed by the 
others in quick succession until the 
heaviest tenor bell, which weighs 0.8 
tonnes, makes a sound. 

The cycle is then repeated, which is 
called ringing the rounds. The 
sequence can be varied but each bell 
ringer needs to memorise the pattern 
they are playing, so the correct tune is 
played. The church is now looking to 
the future by taking part in a simulta-

neous national ringing of bells to mark 
the start of the Olympics on July 27 at 
8am. It can take up to a year for 
someone to become skilled enough to 
take part in events and learn to follow 
the complex charts and instructions.

A BLANKET of ivy left to creep over an eyesore house is being 
removed by its new owner, to the delight of neighbours sick of the 
sight of it. Neighbour Molly Boland contacted her local council just 
over a year ago, and asked them to encourage the owner of Old Hill 
House, Cradley Heath, to sell the property. 


The 78-year-old said: “I thought I would 
phone them to see if they could do some¬ 
thing about it. 

“It took a while but I was delighted when 
they finally put it up for auction.” 

Mrs Boland said in the 10 years it had 
stood empty ivy had slowly crept up the 
walls covering windows, walls and the roof. 

“The garden had become wild, and the 
grass had grown to over five feet. 

She said: “It was just horrible, and a real 
eyesore.” The house was auctioned and 
sold for £116,000. 

“The new owner, who did not want to be 
named said he plans to renovate the house 
and turn it back into a family home. He 
has cleared out the inside and employed 
specialist company Shirley Ivy Stripping, 
from Solihull to remove the foliage. 

Company boss David Sidwell said: “This 
is the biggest job we have ever done, and 
will take around a week to complete. 

“We will pull off all the ivy from the 
walls, and they we will have to work on the 
roof. That will be more difficult because I 
should think it will have gone under the 
tiles.” 

Mr Sidwell will then use his “secret 
method” of removing all the tendrils from 
the wall, and cleaning the bricks. 

Until this is done, the owner will not 
know the extent of any brick work damage. 

Edith Robinson, aged 71, who has lived 
in Sherbourne Road for 34 years said she 
remembered the house as once a busy 
family home. She said: “It was a lovely 
house, and I remember the owner doing it 
up. 

“But unfortunately her health deterio-

rated and she had to move out, that’s 
when it was just left. 

“It became horrible, and it’s at the 
entrance to the road so you can’t miss it. 
This is such a friendly road so everyone 
has been talking about it.” 

Ann Shaw, aged 74, who has lives on the 
road with her husband said: “I am 
delighted that it is finally going to be 
worked on, and sorted. It will just make a 
real difference to the road.” 

Mother-of-two Laura Hays, aged 29, 
said: “I am just looking forward to see the 
work unfold, and see it being transformed. 

Trimming 

“It will make such a difference.” 

Mother-of-one Brigid Duffy, a solicitor 
who has lived opposite for 15 years, said 
the former owner had previously kept a 
rein on the plant. 

She said: “But when she left it got out of 
control because no-one was trimming it 
back. Then it just grew and grew and grew. 

“It got to the point where you couldn’t 
actually see the house any more. 

“Every time we had visitors they would 
say my God what’s that across the road. 
These workman cutting it down are my 
heroes.” 

Retired civil servant Helen Key, 55, who 
lives next door, added: “If you looked into 
the street from a distance, it looked like 
there was a house, then a big tree, then my 
house.”

Dan's luthwent through 
the roof after bingo date 

A MAN who was flung through the 
sunroof of a car as it hurtled into 
a garden in Dudley has spoken of 
the “surreal” crash. 

Double-glazing salesman Dan Page, aged 
31, said he could not believe he was still 
walking after the crash. 

He was flipped out of the car as his old 
school friend Kylee Weston, aged 30, lost 
control of her Peugeot 406 as she drove the 
two of them home after a night at the bingo. 

“It was just a freak of physics that I came 
out of the top and survived,” said Mr Page, 
of Sedgley. 

The pair had recently met up again after 
10 years and went out for an evening in 
Coseley. But on the way home at about 
10.30pm, their date was cut short when Ms 
Weston took a corner too sharply and rolled 
her car through a garden wall in Brook 
Street, Woodsetton - sending Mr Page flying 
out of the sunroof. 

The incredible crash was captured on 
CCTV showing Mr Page being catapulted 6ft 
into the air and landing face down - before, 
amazingly, walking back to the car. Both 
escaped with just minor cuts and bruises. 

Mr Page said: “It’s all a surreal blur. The 
sunroof wasn’t even open at the time, it 
must have smashed on the first roll. 

“My luck had not been in for most of the 
night at the bingo hall - but it certainly was 
at the end of the night. I can’t believe I’m 
still walking.”

Scrap metal merchant's 
vehicles taken off road 


A SCRAP metal dealership in 
Dudley has been ordered to tem¬ 
porarily downsize its operations 
after it was found using vehicles 
unfit for the road. 

R Davies Metals and Sons Ltd, Smithy 
Lane, Pensnett, was also found to be using 
drivers who were not taking the required 
breaks a traffic commissioner hearing 
heard. 

Deputy traffic commissioner Tony 
Seculer described the company failings as 
significant and serious and ordered the firm 
to downsize from seven vehicles to five for 
one month. 

He also laid down conditions on the 
company’s licence which will mean it must 
report regularly to the Vehicle and Operator 
Services Agency. 

The decision comes a month after driver 
Mark Shore, 42, died in an industrial acci¬ 
dent at the firm’s recycling yard. The inci¬ 
dent, which is unrelated to the hearing, is 
being investigated by The Health and Safety 
Executive. 

Speaking at the hearing last week, 
company senior director Renney Davies 
admitted failing to adequately check on the 
maintenance of vehicles, as well as the train¬ 
ing of staff. He said: “I accept that I took my 
eye off the ball. 

The hearing first heard evidence from 
Vehicle and Operator Services Agency 
vehicle examiner Neil Lloyd-Bowen. 

He said during an unannounced visit to 
the company’s yard in Smithy Lane on 
December 17, he found two out of five vehi¬ 
cles inspected with defects.

New police chief wants

Museum engine reopens

THE BLACK Country Living 
Museum’s replica 18th Century 
steam engine has officially reopened 
after a £100,000 restoration. 

For the past year the Thomas 
Newcomen’s 1712 engine at the 
museum in Dudley has been under¬ 
going vital work. It was unveiled to 
coincide with the 300th anniversary 
celebrations of the engine. 

Former President of the New¬ 
comen Society Julia Elton stepped 


in to cut the ribbon when TV pre¬ 
senter Adam Hart-Davis became ill. 

The original engine transformed 
mining in coalfields all over the 
country. It is recognised that New¬ 
comen’s first successful steam 
engine was built in 1712 near 
Dudley Castle. 

The work included replacing the 
wood head frame, adjusting worn 
parts of the pump and repairing 
valve gear, piston and cylinders. 



THE NEW police chief for Stour¬ 
bridge and Halesowen has 
pledged to work closer with the 
public in the ongoing battle 
against crime.

“We’re all devastated he has gone, he 
leaves a massive gap in the family, and com¬ 
munity, and it will take along time for us to 
all get over what has happened.” 

Mr Golding was born and raised in Kid¬ 
derminster. He attended King Charles 
School in the town before leaving to help his 
father at the pub. 

His father said: “Everybody in the town 
knew him, he was so well-liked and had 
many, many friends. 

“Since his death I have been overwhelmed 
by the support from the community. 

“We are all so shocked by his death.” 

Mr Golding’s mother, Julie Astrid 
Golding, aged 52, and his brother Dean and 
sister Debbie have also been left devastated.

Hospital protest group 


A PROTEST group is being 
formed and a petition gath¬ 
ered in the fight against plans 
that could see Kidderminster 
Hospital closed down. 

The Kidderminster Hospital

community groups. 

A petition will also be collected 
opposing the overhaul of hospital serv¬ 
ices in Worcestershire. 

Campaigners hope to get a response 
similar to Redditch, where more than 
20,000 people have signed a petition to 
save the Alexandra Hospital’s A&E. 

Six options have been forwarded for 
the future of services, with two of them 


possibly spelling the end for Kidder¬ 
minster Hospital. 

It is the latest blow for hospital 
which lost its A&E when it was down¬ 
graded by the Government in 2000. 

Since then health campaigners have 
battled to have the services reinstated. 

Future 

Clinicians are reviewing how they 
can manage Kidderminster Hospital 
along with the Alexandra in Redditch 
and the Worcestershire Royal in 
Worcester, which both have A&E units, 
in the future while facing a shortfall in 
funding. 

The alliance has been formed by the 
Labour Party in Wyre Forest and 
organisers say they hope MP Mark 
Gamier and the district’s Conserva¬ 


tive councillors will join up. A meeting 
was recently held by Mr Gamier with 
party leaders in the district to discuss 
the hospital’s future. 

Council leader John Campion said 
he was willing to work with other 
parties to fight the plans but he did not 
want parties to set up groups for “polit¬ 
ical gain”. 

A statement by the organisers says: 
“Given that the treatment centre at 
Kidderminster Hospital is rightly 
extolled on the NHS’s own website as 
new, cancellation and infection free, it 
is clearly an important and valuable 
asset not just for the district, but for 
the county as a whole. 

“It should therefore remain as a key 
component of the acute hospitals pro¬ 
vision in our county.”

SVR steams on in spite 
of washed out summer 


THE severe weather conditions 
have failed to dampen visitors’ 
enthusiasm for the Severn Valley 
Railway, with the attraction wel¬ 
coming almost 1,500 more than 
expected. 

The 16-mile heritage line had expected to 
carry 68,900 passengers by the end of last 
month. 

But the rain has failed to deter families, 
and figures show 70,387 people have 
boarded trains since the start of the year. 

The figures compare almost exactly with 
those for the same period last year, even 
though the railway had expected a fall in 
numbers as people cut back on spending. 

General manager Nick Ralls said: “We 
didn’t particularly set out to market the 
Severn Valley Railway as an all-weather 
attraction, but from the figures, it certainly 
looks as though a lot of people are now 
seeing us in that light, and recognising they 
can have a thoroughly enjoyable day out on 
the railway while still staying warm and dry. 

“A steam train allows you to cheat the bad 
weather every time - it’s the best umbrella 
you could possibly have - but since we 
opened the Engine House Visitor Centre at 
Highley in 2008 we’ve been able to offer vis¬ 
itors a really worthwhile indoor attraction 
too. 

“In conditions like those we’ve seen over 
the last five or six weeks, the combination of 
the two has worked really well for us.” 

The line runs between Kidderminster and 
Bridgnorth.

FENSA 
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Heroin supplier is jailed 
after death of ‘customer’ 


A DRUG dealer from Dudley who sup¬ 
plied heroin to a man who died just hours 
later has been jailed for four years. 

Dean Huxley, aged 37, of New Street, 
pleaded guilty to supplying the drug at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

He could not be charged with 
manslaughter because victim Mark Wills 
suffered from heart disease and other 
major health problems, the court was told. 

Mr Mark Rees, prosecuting, said 
Huxley and Mr Wills were in a group 
taking drugs at the flat in Caslon Cres¬ 
cent. 

Huxley had been called to the scene to 
supply heroin and Mr Wills paid him £5 
for the fix. He “cooked” the drug on a 


spoon and then used a syringe to inject his 
friend. 

Mr Rees said Huxley took heroin 
himself while he was in the flat and it was 
the following day that Mr Wills, aged 49, 
was found dead. 

Mr Nicholas Berry, defending, said 
Huxley got to know Mr Wills of Caslon 
Crescent, Stourbridge over a period of 10 
months through their “drinking and drug 
culture.” 

He added Huxley had been “devas¬ 
tated” by the death of Mr Wills. 

Recorder Nigel Baker QC, sentencing 
Huxley, said “This case is the best possible 
illustration of the dangers of Class A 
drugs to those who decide to inject them.” 


Parking bans come in 


PARKING bans are finally 
being introduced around a 
Dudley hospital after years of 
complaints from residents 
that visitors and staff are 
clogging their streets by 
leaving their cars. 

Residents hope the new restric¬ 
tions will deter drivers from parking 
in streets near Russells Hall Hospital 
in Dudley. 

Double yellow lines have been 
painted and warning signs have been 
erected after the plans were drafted 
with the help of householders. 

Locals say visitors are using their 
roads to avoid charges in the hospital 


car park. 

This is despite a new 691 place car 
park opening there. 

Under the new rules access will be 
restricted in some roads other than 
for residents, while parking would be 
banned entirely in others. 

Increase 

Fears have been raised that a 
recent 30 per cent increase in 
parking charges for staff will lead to 
them ignoring the restrictions. 

Gemma Jones, aged 28, of 
Kingswinford Road, said: “Unless 
there is proper enforcement and 
people are given fines then there is 
no point in putting these signs up.” 

The crackdown includes restricted 


access to Pearce Close, Dereton 
Close, Abbotsford Drive, Hilderic 
Crescent and Elgar Crescent and 
waiting restrictions in Middlepark 
Road, The Oval, Ashenhurst Road 
and Kingswinford Road on weekdays 
from 10am to 11am and 2pm to 3pm. 

A loading ban in High Street, Pen- 
snett, will be enforced on weekdays 
from 7.30-9.30am and 4.30-6.30pm. 
Double yellow lines will be painted in 
Tennyson Street, Milton Street and 
Byron Street. 

Plans to ban parking in Kingswin¬ 
ford Road and Hilderic Crescent 
were scrapped after residents 
objected.

The men are accused of stealing used cooking oil from 
locations across the country and selling this on to trans¬ 
port companies so that it could used as bio-diesel. 

They were arrested near the Merry Hill shopping 
centre in Dudley after the KFC restaurant there was 
targeted. 

The alleged offences date from November 2011 to Feb¬ 
ruary 2012 and are believed to have been committed in 
areas including Liverpool, Birmingham, Manchester, 
Nottingham, Derby, Worcester, Loughborough, Wolver¬ 
hampton, Walsall, Stoke-On-Trent, Leicester, Stockport 
and Dudley. 

Neither Bradley, aged 37, of Mostyn Road or Matthew 
Walker, 26, of The Dell, entered a plea to the charge of 
conspiring to steal. 

They were both bailed to appear at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court later this year.

I SIGNED a letter to 
the Prime Minister, 
along with more than 
70 Conservative col¬ 
leagues. 

It was expressing my 
concern at the Govern¬

The meadows that 
became 'Humpshire' 


WILLENHALL, between 
Walsall and Wolverhampton, 
was originally called ‘Willen- 
halch’, Anglo-Saxon for ‘the 
meadowland of WillarT. 

First mentioned in the 700s, when 
King Ethelbald of Mercia signed a 
treaty there, William the Conqueror’s 
Domesday Book (1086) records it as 
‘Willenhala’. 

In the Middle Ages, Willenhall was a 
small agricultural village with a chapel 
within the parish of Wolverhampton. But 
from 1840, Willenhall had its own parish 
church, St Giles, and the present day 
building dates from 1867. 

Willenhall’s population grew to around 
300 by 1666, but in the 1700s it expanded 
dramatically with the Industrial Revolu¬ 
tion. The now industrial town centred 
around Market Place and Stafford Street, 
comprising many tiny streets crammed 
with houses, workshops and pubs. 

A thriving mining community grew up 
around Lane Head and Sandbeds, and 
Portobello became known for brickmak-

ing. Coal mining was important in the 
Willenhall area early on but declined after 
the 1800s when the mines became flooded 
following a strike. 

Willenhall became world-famous as a 
centre for lock making, which in Eliza¬ 
bethan times had begun developing in 
Willenhall, Wolverhampton and Bilston, 
and by the mid-1800s this trade was 
mainly centred in Willenhall. 

Workshops 

In 1855 there were 340 local lock 
makers, working entirely by hand, mostly 
in small workshops. 

Young apprentice lock filers worked 
bent over, developing hump backs, which 
gave Willenhall the nickname of ‘Hump¬ 
shire’. Noted Willenhall lockmakers 
included Yale & Towne, Josiah Parkes & 
Sons and John Harper & Co. 

In 1849 poor housing and sanitation led 
to a cholera epidemic; 292 people died, 
shocking the town into improving condi¬ 
tions, and in 1854 Willenhall Local Board 


of Health, forerunner of Willenhall 
Urban District Council (1894), was 
formed. 

Reflecting local civic pride, several 
municipal buildings were erected, includ¬ 
ing the Town Hall and Library in 
Clemson Street in 1866, and in 1922 a 
Memorial Park was opened, honouring 
those killed in the Great War. 

Willenhall’s best-known monument is 
however its ornate and imposing Memo¬ 
rial Clock in Market Place, commemorat¬ 
ing Dr Tonks, a highly respected and 
revered Victorian physician. 

Willenhall became part of Walsall 
borough in 1966, but remains independ¬ 
ent-minded with a strong identity and a 
great sense of heritage.

London is on track 
for a fantastic event 
I 


I f the comedian Bill Bailey is to be believed, the 
Olympics opening ceremony is going to be the 
most excruciating cringe-fest in our history. He 
foresees an “inflatable Churchill bobbing down the 
Thames” and a “huge animatronic Yorkshire 
pudding” in the middle of Wembley Stadium. And 
that’s before the ribbon-cutting Boris Johnson is 
allowed access to scissors. 

Go on, admit it, you wouldn’t be surprised if those 
things were actually involved, would you? After all, 
we have no real idea what to expect when the eyes 
of the world turn upon us. All we can hope is that it 
isn’t like our childhood backyard firework displays, 
when we got all worked up and excited, only for the 
rock to go “pfft” and then go out. 

But let’s not be cynical or pessimistic. Let’s get 
enthusiastic. This could be the greatest show on 
earth, and given that Oscar-winner Danny Boyle is 
behind the whole thing, it will at least be ambitious 
and grand in scope. 

All we really know is that his vision will be unlike 
anything we’ve ever seen before. For a start, the 
Olympic Stadium will be transformed into the “British 
countryside’.’A cast of 10,000 volunteers will help 
recreate country scenes, against a backdrop 
featuring farmyard animals and landmarks. 

And the opening scene of the £27m ceremony will 
be called “Green and Pleasant’,’ according to Boyle. 
He added the show would create “a picture of 
ourselves as a nation.” 


“The best way to tell that story is through working 
with real people,” said Boyle, who has even reserved 
a role for NHS nurses in proceedings. 

The set will feature meadows, fields and rivers, with 
families taking picnics, people playing sports on the 
village green and farmers tilling the soil. 

Real farmyard animals will be grazing in the 
“countryside” with a menagerie of 70 sheep, 12 
horses, three cows, two goats, 10 chickens, 10 
ducks, nine geese and three sheepdogs. 

One billion people worldwide are expected to watch 
the opening ceremony. 

The world’s largest “harmonically-tuned” bell, 
weighing 23 tonnes and measuring 2m tall x 3m 
wide, will ring inside the Stadium to start the 
Shakespeare-inspired spectacle, featuring 900 
children from the six Games host boroughs. 

We also know that the panorama also includes two 
mosh-pits, representing the Glastonbury festival and 
the Last Night of the Proms, while the music - if 
recent reports are to be believed - is an eclectic 
selection ranging from the Beatles to the Monty 
Python theme tune. Yep, there’s that cringe factor 
rearing its head again! 

The performance is followed by the athletes’ parade, 
in which more than 200 countries are represented. 
Then the Queen will carry out the official opening, 
before the arrival of the Olympic flame, when the 
identity of the final torchbearer will be revealed. 

On your marks, get set, go!

Compact SUV has versatility that is hard to ignore^ 


NOW IN its third generation, Mit¬ 
subishi’s Outlander has gradually 
evolved from left-field alternative to 
a compact SUV to something with 
the potential to give the current crop 
of affordable mid-size sports utility 
vehicles something to worry about. 

With its streamlined stance and decidedly 
upmarket styling, Mitsubishi bosses are bullish 
about this Outlander’s performance in the mar¬ 
ketplace. Being realistic, Mitsubishi in the UK is 
offering a diesel-only fleet complete with four- 
wheel drive as standard. 

The only major decision to make is whether to 
go with the firm’s six-speed manual transmis¬ 
sion or the six-speed auto. 

In isolation this Outlander is a welcome step 
forward from the Japanese car maker. 

However, internally this model is more signif¬ 
icant than the average buyer will ever appreci¬ 
ate. A cornerstone of the firm’s new model plans

for the coming years, not only has the Outlander 
been the subject of a significant weight-loss pro¬ 
gramme - 100kg - it’s also been designed from 
the outset to accommodate both conventional 
engines and the new wave of plug-in hybrid tech¬ 
nologies. 

For now, though, the Outlander symbolises a 
significant step forward in its own right. 

The weight reduction has been achieved 
without any compromise to the ownership expe¬ 
rience, while the reward for the engineers’ hard 
work has been meaningful efficiency and emis¬ 
sions gains. 

The sole engine option will be familiar to Out¬ 
lander fans as it’s a modified version of what was 
in the second-generation car. 

The 148bhp 2.2-litre diesel unit has been 
reworked for its new home, with the result a 
useful 50mpg and a sub-150g/km C02 rating. 

From a performance angle the car will sprint 
to 60mph in just under 10 seconds, while top 
speed is 124mph. 

Both gearboxes deliver a smooth and hassle- 
free experience, with the auto offering the extra 
convenience for urban dwellers and those 
seeking fewer distractions when towing. 

On the road the Outlander performs well, and 


comes across as a genuinely competent all- 
rounder. There’s a welcome maturity to the way 
it drives, and body control is well contained and 
overall refinement is pleasingly high. 

Granted, there’s no escaping the fact that the 
Outlander is diesel powered, but the car’s cabin 
ambience is rarely disturbed by the engine’s 
activity when at sensible speeds. 

Factor in an easy-to-use all-wheel drive 
system that offers extra grip when the weather 
turns foul or for added security when you’re 
towing and the Outlander’s versatility is hard to 
ignore. 

This is an attribute also reflected in the car’s 
ability to accommodate a growing family. 

Mitsubishi’s engineers are keen to stress that 
the inclusion of a third row of seats turns the car 
into a genuine seven-seater. 

Boasting a stylish, streamlined appearance 
plus a revised cabin offering a much-needed and 
welcome high-quality ambience, this third gen¬ 
eration Outlander does many things right. 

The substantial weight saving, promise of 
generous kit levels and tangible running cost 
savings are just some of the other achievements 
likely to put the Outlander on the shopping lists 
of many buyers.
